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New War On Grasshoppers 
Serious As Last 
Alberta Farmers Told 


Just as relentless a war against 
grasshoppers will have to be waged 
this summer and fall as last year by 
Alberta farmers or tremendous fin- 
ancial loss will result, Lieut.-Col. EB. 
H. Strickland, professor of entom- 
ology at the University of Alberta, 
who was a visitor in Calgary, stated. 

It is known ‘that millions of grass- 
hoppers will be massed ready for 
action as soon as their feeding sea- 
son begins, but the counter offensive 
is more highly organized than “ever 
before, due to sad experience in the 
past, resulting in a greater apprecia- 
tion by farmers ofthe seriousness of 
the menace, 

Col. Strickland stated that the 
present outlook in regard to the 
grasshopper menace was as serious 
as it was this time last year. In 
1934, he said, very considerable dam- 
age was done by the insects, but the 
damage was inconsiderable when 
compared. with. the grasshopper 
plague between 1919 and 1922, when 
crops on farms everywhere in the 
province were wiped out. 

Efforts are still being carried on 
to discover new methods to fight 
grasshoppers, according to Col. 
Strickland; but, so far, the most 
practical and efficient method has 
been the systematic scattering of 
poison bait.

PROTEINS 


(By Gordon H. Guest, M.A.) 


Proteins are very complex sub- 


not be formed without proteins, and 
thus we see that life itself is depend- 
ent upon them. The word protein 
comes from a Greek word meaning 
“to take the first place’, because the 
importance of this group of sub- 
stance was early recognized. 

Proteins occur in all living matter 
and are present in all natural food 
stuffs. Due to the fact that they 
are the chief constituents of living 
animal tissue, they are most plentiful 
in animal foods, such as meat, eggs 
and fish. 

Scientists have found proteins to 
be the most complicated substances 
ever studied. They have found that 
all proteins contain carbon, hydro- 
gen, nitrogen, oxygen and sulphur, 
while some also contain phosphorous. 
Small quantities of other elements 
are found in certain proteins. 

Proteins are used by the body for 
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seat, looking with unconcern out of the car window. His attitude impressed 
others with the fact that there was little danger and no need for undue 
alarm.

In some countries peoples have so lost confidence in themselves and so 
given way to panic and become the victims of emotionalism, that they have 
sacrificed personal rights and liberties almost over night ‘which it had taken 
generations of struggle by their forefathers to achieve for them. Thought- 
lessly, in a spirit of panic, they surrendered some of the great fundamentals 
of life and living because they allowed others to unduly sway their emotions 

\ and neglected to keep cool and think for themselves rather than allow 
others to think and act for them. 

Because this is so, the hands of the clock of progress have been turned 
back in such countries, and their future is dark and discouraging compared 
with those other nations where the people, and their leaders, have kept their 
feet firmly planted on the ground and their heads cool ahd minds clear. 

_ To-day in Canada and throughout the British Empire all people still 
enjoy that great safeguard of their liberties which is represented by a free 
and uncensored press and the utmost freedom in expression. Every man 
and woman, no matter what his or her station in life, is absolutely free to 
express opinions, publicly or privately, in relation to any and all matters of 
public policy. They are just as free to criticise and condemn as they are 
to applaud and praise. If they are dissatisfied and opposed to those pres- 
ently in positions of authority, they are free to express their dissatisfaction 
and to organize to give force to their opposition. 

No government agent sits in any newspaper office in Canada, no file 
of censorship orders lies on any editor’s desk which must be obeyed. The 
radio, the pulpit, the public platform, is just as free to opponents of pres- 
ent governmental policies as they are to supporters of those policies. This 
is not so in many of the countries of the world. Hundreds of millions of 
people are now denied free expression of their views, opposition to the 
powers-that-be is prohibited, even the news of the day is censored, sup- 
pressed altogether, or colored to suit the views and policies of the prevail- 
ing dictator. ‘ 

The essential fact for all Canadians to ever keep in mind is that, even 
if a so-called economic security could be obtained by them through these 
autocratic methods, the price to be paid is altogether too great. A slave 
may enjoy security provided by his master, but the fact remains he is a 
slave and nothing more, and what Canadian cil%zen desires to become a slave? 

What the whole world is in danger of losing, unless the very people 
who have most to lose keep their heads, are the very fundamentals of civil- 
ization, namely, the liberties of the individual citizen. Once those personal 
liberties are lost, and might rather than right occupies the place of power 
and authority, it will be the great masses of the people, deprived of their 
democratic institutions and liberties, who will be the sufferers. Once lost, 
the struggle to regain these priceless liberties will have to be re-commenced, 
because man was born to be free. The battle to restore civilization, liberty 
and equality will again have to be waged, 

Liberty, freedom, personal rights are priceless possessions. They 
should never be surrendered for anything else, no matter how attractively 
that something else may be dressed up and presented. Nothing else, nor 
everything else, can repay man for the loss of freedom of expression and

GET RID OF THE CROWS 


(By JACK MINER) 


(Continued From Last Week) 


Dear reader, the above is only a 
flash of the cruel, wicked, murderous 
ways of the black nest robbers. For- 
tunately, in those days there were 
not many crows. Really, I don’t be- 
lieve there were ten per cent. as 
many of them as there are to-day. 
We must not blame the crows for 
their increase. This is man’s fault. 
We have gone wrong. We have com- 


bined our force with the crow’s and: price of furs has all but exterminat- 


pointed all our attention at the game 
birds. Yes, and song birds, too, and 
left these organized nest robbers to 
multiply by leaps and bounds. > 
Thirty years ago no crows winter- 
ed in Ontario, but now they are with 


us the whole year around. In 


travelling from Windsor to Chatham, 
Ontario, a distance of less than 50 
miles, I firmly believe I have seen 
over 100,000 crows in less than an 
hour, There is another reason fo 
them multiplying so rapidly the last 
20 years, their worst natural enemy 
is practically gone, the raven. Forty 
years ago, ravens were just about as 
numerous in this country as crows. 
The raven is nothing but a big, 
powerful, overgrown crow in habits, 
only he doesn’t migrate. He will 
search for a crow’s nest and rob it 
of its eggs and young, treating them 
just the same as the crows treat our 
robins, mourning doves and dozens 
of other species of lovely, desirable, 
song and insectiverous birds. The 
raven is an inhabitant of the more 
dense woods, but will scour the clear- 
ing for food and, up until the last 
few years, they fairly thronged in 
northern Ontario and Quebec. 
Between 1895 and 1905, the very 
height of my sporting ambition was 
big game. I usually carried four 
ordinary two bushel, twine sacks and 
when I shot a moose I would bag 
the meat up, carry it a few rods and 
cover it with boughs to make it sus- 
picious-looking to the wolves. Then, 
I would shoulder the head and go to 
camp. When the party of us would 
return the next day to carry out the 
meat I have often seen as high as 


‘a hundred ravens fly up from the 


running gear of one moose. But now 
going over the same ground, I 
haven’t seen a single raven for two 
or three years. 

You see, the price of furs started 
soaring in 1904 and kept right on 
going up, up. Think of it! Mink 
skins that sold for $1.00 each now 
sell for from 15 to 20 dollars. Fisher 
skins that sold for $3.50 now bring 
$100. And a great many other furs 
soared in proportion. The result is 
that in the last 15 years the woods 
have been overrun with trappers 
and although against the law, the 
majority of them used quantities of 
strychnine and, just as soon as the 
ice will carry a man, about every 
lake in northern Ontario, has poison 
bait or baits upon the ice. Some 
trappers will shoot dear and moose 
for no other purpose than to make 
poison bait of it. By injecting the 
poison into the meat while warm, I 
understand, they make a most dead-

ly kind of bait. Putting bait on the 
lake gives the trapper the great 
advantage of finding the fox, wolf,, 
fisher, lynx, or whatever animal 
takes the least bite of it. You 
might say with so much poison in 
the woods why don’t this reduce the 
number of wolves? The fact is that 
the wolves are very shy, and it is 
only the few experienced trappers 
that are able to get wolves to take 
poisoned bait. 

In January, 1905, I was with a 
professional trapper. On going to 
his bait on a lake we saw that a 
raven had taken a few pecks of the 
bait, had flown about 50 yards and 
died. A fox had eaten part of the 
raven and lay stretched out within 
20 feet of it. ‘There was a fresh fall 
of snow and as the fox came from 
the direction we were going, tracked 
him back for fully one-half mile, and 
I am absolutely certain he did not 
get any other bait in that distance. 
Hence it is plain to see how the high 


ed the raven. In fact, the crow’s 
only enemy, now, are the fox, the 
great horned owl and _ red-tailed 
hawks, but these three combined 
aren’t one, two, three, with the raven. 
I have been asked by a great many 
people “why didn’t this poison kill 
all the wolves?” In reply to this, 
let me say, the wolf is the shrewdest 
animal to poison or trap on earth. 
So many inexperienced people, care- 
lessly putting out this poison, caused 
the wolves to be shy of any cold 
bait they saw. In fact, it is only ex- 
perienced trappers that knew what 
that means. The most experienced 
trapper gets them taking bait weeks 
before they put any poison in it. 
Before I go furher, I want it dis- 
tinctly understood that apparently 
all left me. But how can I call my- 
self humane and stand and see these 
black mee wert murderers of the air 
continually Bbing the more desir- 
able birds of their eggs and young, 
and hear the mother screaming and 
crying, “Help, Help, Help!”

In 1910, I started reforesting near 
my home, in fact nearly all around 
my home. I secured the majority of 
the trees from the Ontario Forestry 
Department. The fifth year I had 
one nesting pair of mourning doves 
and now the doves nest and roost 
among these trees so thickly that 
they are actually breaking the limbs 
down. During*May, June and July, I 
can take you to at least three hun- 
dred occupied doves’ nests in that 
many minutes and, to-day, I would 
far sooner loan you my gun and: per- 
mit you to go in there and shoot 100 
pairs of doves than to allow one 
pair of crows to nest there and mur- 
der and terrorize this whole bird 
haven. Remember, here in southern 
Ontario doves nest fom four to five 
times a year. My intimate friend, 
Mr. W. E. Saunders, of London, On- 
tario, located a dove’s nest here with 
young doves as large as sparrows on 
April 15th. Fully 90 per cent. of 
them cease nesting by September ist. 
Why, bless your life, ese doves 
have got so bold that last summer 
there were three pairs nesting at one 
time on the piles of drain tile at our 
drain tile factory adjoining this little 
sanctuary. And remember, there 
were from five to eight men working

PEOPLE RE-ORGANIZE 
THE BOARD OF TRADE 


At a Very Enthusiastic Meet- 
ing Committees Are Ap- 
pointed to Deal with 
Various Matters. 


About twoscore local mer- 
chants, professionel men and 
prominent citizens met in the 
town hall the other evening 
for the purpose of having a 


heart-to-heart discussion on]. 


civic problems, ete. 

The assembly was called to 
order by A’‘E- Michael, who 
stated one of the objects in 
having the meeting callee was 
for the purpose vf making an 
effort to reintroduce here the 
old hog marketing day, which 
met with much favor at the 
time, and also meant consid- 
erable business for the local 
merchants, 

Mr TJ Hardwick was el- 
ected as presidet of the organ- 
isation, with Mr J Malloch as 
secretary. 

A motion was then made 
that the organisation be call. 
ed the Chamber of Commerce. 
An amendment to this was 
moved, and earried. that the name 
be “The Stony Plain and District 
Board of Trade,” 

The first. matter taken up had 
reference to the marketing of hogs, 
and a suggestion was made that 
afforts be made to have a return 
to the old ayatem which formerly 
prevailed here. 

In those days, when Meredith 
Brus., Kk E Wood, C E Ries, and 
others, were operating here every 
Thursday, as muny as three car- 
loads of hogs would go thru the 
local dealers’ hands on that day. 
This system of marketing has been 
entirely supplanted by. the newer 
method, whereby a truckman 
drives up to the farmer’s pen, loads 
his hogs, and the next stop is in 
Edmonton, at'a packing plant. In 
the majority of these transactions 
the hog never sees Stony, and the 


Stony merchant never sees the hog- }- 


growers’ coin. Several suggestions 
were made whereby the old system 
could be reinstated. 

When asked for his opinion on 
the question, Mr H B Bjork gave 
@ very eomprehensive review of 


hog marketing and its various 
ramifications, . 


A committee of three was ap- 
pointed to seeure information on 
the procedure employed at such 
hog-buying points as Camrose, 
Thorsby and other places, wherejit 
is said the hogs are bonght by a 
local man at each of these places, 
and shipped direct to the Coast. 

The egg-and-butter problem was 
next diveussed, and some anxiety 
was expressed as to Stony Plain’s 
position if the provisions of the 
suggested federal Marketing Act 
be enforced. 

A very good exposition of the 
grading and handling of poultry 
products was given by Mr C Lory. 

Attention was drawn to the 
unsatisfactory mail service we are 
at present getting.

“service of individuals, individual 
groups, and sections of the coun- 
try to the whole State is the only 
safe road for the future”, Mr. 
Beatty appealed to the country at 
large to make this theme the 
dominating note in approaching 
the problems of the day. 

Again voicing his sincere belief 
in the ultimate destiny of Canada, 
Mr. Beatty emphasized the neces- 
sity of a mutual understanding 
between all sections of the coun- 
try; and insisted that should this 
objective be achieved, the unified 
effort of all citizens would go far 
toward solving problems which 
now threaten the integrity of the 
State. 

In the light of this argument 
Mr. Beatty felt that he had every 
right to discuss the tariff, citing 
the fact that the Canadian Pacific 
Railway was most decidedly sus- 
ceptible to the effects of unstable 
tariff conditions: “Give me a 
tariff policy advantageous to the 
Canadian. National Railways and 
I shall be quite content,” he said. 

Mr. Beatty was neither a be- 
liever in protection with no limit 
nor in free trade, *He believed in 
the maximum > of nationa! wealth 
fairly distributed dmong the citi- 
zens, The Canadian tariff should 
be one which would keep our in- 
ternal and external trade ¢om- 
bined at a maximtim. 

Mr. Beatty illustrated his argu- 
ment by citing the fact that Can- 
ada enjoyed a greater foreign 
commerce per capita than either 
of the two more important Am- 
erican Republics, namely the 
United States and the Argentine, 
and said that he would like to 
see the preparation of a tariff 
balanee sheet which would give 
an analysis of the effect of the 
tariff on the total income and 
purchasing power of the Canadian 
people, and urged that in view of 
the present position of capital

Emphasizing that agriculture 
was the primary industry, . and 
voicing his appreciation that

Pointing out that the Canadian 
people pay for the railway ser- 
vices which they receive, and all 
the costs of Government, Mr. 
Beatty emphasized that the rail- 
way problem was in reality the 
problem of every individual citi- 
zen. The cost to the public in 
freight: charges of moving a ton 
& mile in Canada was as low as 
in any major country in the 
world. Unhappily the full ad- 
vantage of these low rates was 
not retained because taxes paid, 
or to be paid, to meet the annual 
deficits of the Canadian National 
Railways must be added to the 
actual freight charges. ®, roal 
cost of transportation in Canada 
was not as cheap as it seemed to 
be, or as ‘it should be, Two cur- 
rent suggestions for improve- 
ment in operating efficiency 
were, first, the adoption of mod- 
ernistic equipment, and secondly, 
a drastic reduction in wages, 
Owing to the huge investment in 
existing equipment, and the dif- 
ficulty of finding capital to finan- 
ce new equipment, he indicated 
that progress along the lines of 
the first suggestion - would of 
necessity be slow. ’ 

Mr. Beatty argued strongly 
against reduced wages, and point- 
ed out that railway employees 
spent wages as well as earned 
them. He felt that railway as 
well as other wages were out of 
line with the returns to the farm- 
ers for their labor, but emphasiz- 
ed his belief that the remedy 
lay in an increase in the farmers’ 
earnings rather than a lowering 
of the standard of living among 
railway workers. 

Another suggested solution was 
the proposal to increase freight 
rates, The freight rate trend was 
downward, and Mr. Beatty would 
greatly regret to see an increase 
in rates until everything possible 
was done to eliminate waste. 

The argument that there was no 
waste in transportation and all 
that the country needed to do was 
to await the return of prosperity 
was not, Mr. Beatty considered, 
sound. Restoration of business 
to the high levels of 1925-1929, 
would not come as a gift of Hea- 
ven, or overnight, but only as a 
result of national industry and 
thrift. 

Mr. Beatty replied to argu- 
ments that under his unification 
proposal the Canadian Pacific 
would take over the assets of the 
Canadian National while the liab- 
ilities would be left to the Gov- 
ernment. 

“Unified management will do 
nothing of the kind, The physical 
assets of the Canadian National 
will remain the property of its 
owners. Similarly the liabilities 
of the Canadian National must 
remain the responsibility of the 
Government and the liabilities of 
the Canadian Pacific must remain 
that of its owners. However, if 
the assets of both companies are 
administered by a unified man- 
agement an end will be put to 
the waste of competition and the 
owners of the Canadian National 
will receive more money with 
which to meet their obligations.” 

The fact that only 2% of the 
excessive debt of the Canadian 
National Railways was due to the 
errors of private capitalists, or 
any arguments dealing with 
errors’ either private or Govern- 
mental would not help the situa- 
tion of today. Interest charges 
on the Canadian National debt 
which in 1919 were $38,000,000, 
last year were $92,000,000. No 
man capable of facing facts be- 
lieved that the country could 
carry the burden indefinitely. 
“We, the people of Canada, owe 
directly or indirectly to private 
capitalists, over $2,700,000,000, on 
account of the Canadian National 
Railways system. We are going 
to pay this because we promised to. 
“Are you going to allow your 


hands of the public — since they 
could not possibly get rid of it— 
and devote our entire energy to 
finding a method of making the

some bright day to come — was 
calculated by officers of the 
Canadian Pacific, Railway, and 
their figures tallied closely with 
those given to the Royal Commis- 
sion by the late Sir Henry Thorn- 
ton, and by Mr. 8S. W. Fair- 
weather of the Canadian National 
Railways. My estimate was 
based on the traffic conditions of 
1930, an average traffic year, and 
on that basis I put the figure at 
$75,000,000. Sir Henry Thornton, 
who opposed my plan, gave his 
estimate as $60,000,000 and Mr. 
Fairweather enggested $56,000,- 
000 for a year of normal traffic. 
In justice to Mr, Fairweather I 
must state that he has since said 
that he told the Commission that 
his estimate could not be realized, 
I believed then and believe now 
that mine can be.” 

Mr. Beatty said his proposal 
had met with much criticism,.— 
that no one group of men could 
properly administer the unified 
railways; that he was talking of 
setting up a great monopoly; 
that rates might be raised; and 
that he proposed to throw thou- 


‘ 


sands of men out of work. Mr.’ 


Beatty disposed of these eriti- 


cisms by pointing to the effitien-. 


cy and loyalty of the emplayees 
of both railways; to the supetvis- 


ing body set up by the Canfdian, 


Government to control rafiway 
rates, and in connection with 
labor, solemnly pledged hétmself 
te do everything he could within 
his power to prevent such a de- 
velopment. Savings in this re- 
gard would be made gradually, 
wisely, and considerately, and 
without hardship to those now 
dependent -on railway employ- 
ment. 

He said: “It is indeed my 
hope and belief that the methods 
which I suggest will operate to 
prevent an even more disastrous 
period of low wages and unem- 
ployment than that through 
which we are passing. Surely 
the labor leaders of this coun- 
try are the intelligent men that FE 
have always found them to ho 
and will tell their constituents 
that waste of the country’s 
wealth on useless services can 
damage no one more certainly 
and more severely than thoso 
who depend on their, labor for 
their living. I venture the pro- 
phecy that,as events develop and 
the increased thought being given 
to the subject produces its effect, 
railway employees generally, and 
particularly thé recognized rep- 
resentatives of organized labor 
which forms such a considerable 
part of railway staffs, will not 
only recognize the inevitability 
of, but will come to urge rather 
than to oppose some such mea- 
sure as I have suggested as in 
their own best interest.” 


Stressing that the report of the 
recent Royal Commission stated 
that some of the Commissioners 
would have preferred a plan 
which would take the Govern- 
ment of Canada out of the rail- 
way business; and that the Cana- 
dian Pacific was not a bankrupt 
undertaking, but on the other 
hand a thoroughly solvent one, 
Mr. Beatty went on to say: - 

“What I have suggested, and 
suggest today, is that we should 
plan to divide the net earnings of 
the unified properties to give to 
each group of owners the net 
earnings which would have re- 
sulted if each had operated their 
own railway, together with a fair 
share of the savings -resulting 
from unification, There is much 
misunderstanding in this regard. 
Many have confused the total net 
earnings after unification with the 
savings from unification. The 
earning power of the two sepa- 
rate systems is a matter of rec- 
ord, The increased earning 
power of the combined properties 
arising from unification is an- 
other matter. My plan contem- 
plates. the division of such in- 
creased earnings on a fair basis. 
This is a matter which can only 
be settled by negotiations be- 
tween the interested parties but 
obviously the shareholders of the 
Canadian Pacific would have to 
concede to the Government at 
least one-half of the net gain re- 
sulting from unified management. 
Those who have said the Cana- 
dian Pacific would claim the 
lion’s share have either misun- 
derstood my proposal or pur- 
posely misrepresented it.” 

In conclusion, Mr. Beatty again 
pres out that if such a plan
